RESOLUTION 

New Delhi, the 2 9th June 1961 

Subject ,— Central Advisory Board of Anthropology. 

No. F.21-1/61-C.L— In supersession of the late Ministry of 
Education and Scientific Research Resolution No. F.8-26/57- 
C.L dated 9th October, 1957, as amended by that Ministry 
Resolution No, F.8-26/57-C.1, dated 15th March, 1958, and the 
Ministry of Scientific Researdi and Cultural Affairs Resolutions 
No. F.23-3/58-SIII, dated 24th October, 1958, and 8th June, 
1959, on the subject mentioned above, the following is notified. 

2. With a view to promoting closer contacts between the 
Anthropological Survey of India and the Indian Universities 
and the State Governments where anthropological and related 
studies arc pursued and where anthropologists of the future 
arc trained, and with a view also to providing for closer 
association of anthropologists with the activities of the Anthro- 
pological Survey of India, the Government of India had set 
up a Central Advisory Board of Anthropology for the purpose 
of advising the Government of India on matters related to 
anthropology in India referred to it by the Central Government 
or the State Governments or by members of the Board 
and to make suggestions to the Government on any such 
matters to which the Board considers that Government's atten- 
tion should be drawn. 

3. The President is now pleased to order that with effect 
from 25 January, 1961, the composition of the Board shall 
be as follows :— 

(1) Minister in charge — Chairman ( ex-officio ) 

The Minister will have the right to nominate an acting 
Chairman in respect of any particular meeting of 
the Board which he, as well as the Deputy Minister 
is unable to attend. 

(2) Deputy Minister— Vice-Chairman ( ex-officio ). 

(3) Secretary to the Government of India, Ministry of 
Scientific Research and Cultural Affairs— Member (ex- 

officio). 

(4) Joint Secretary to the Government of India, Ministry 
of Scientific Research and Cultural Affairs— Member 
( ex-officio ). 

(5) Three members of Parliament— one from Ralya Sabha 
and two from Lok Sabha to be elected by the respec- 
tive Houses— Members. 

(6) A nominee of each State— Member. 

(7) Four representatives of Universities having post- 
graduate Departments of Anthropology to be nomi- 
nated in rotation— Members. 

(8) Four members to be nominated by the Government of 
India— Members. 

(9) The Director General of Archaeology— Mem ter ( ex- 

officio). 

(10) The Census Commissioner for India— Member lex- 

officio). 

(11) A representative of the Indian Science Congress- 
Member. 1 

(12) The Director of Anthropology— Member ( ex-officio ). 

4 . The Deputy Director of Anthropology ot the next senior 
officer in the Anthropological Survey of India will act as the 

Secretary. 

* 

5. The term of office of members other than ex-officio 
members shall be three years. The terms of office of the 
representatives of Parliament shall be three years or till they 
cease to be members of the House of Parliament which elected 
them, whichever is earlier. Ex-officio members shall continue 
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so long as they hold the office by virtue of which they are 
members of the Board. A representative of the University 
shall be of the rank of University Professor and shall be 
nominated In rotation by the universities having Post-graduate 
Departments of Anthropology In the chronological order in 
which they have been established. 

6. All casual vacancies among the members (other than ex- 
officio members) of the Board shall be filled, as soon as it is 
convenient, by the body which appointed or elected the 
member whose place has become vacant, and the person 
appointed or elected to a casual vacancy shall be member of 
such body lor the residue of the term for which the person 
whose place he fills would have been a member. 

7. The Board will be at liberty to form standing and ad hoc 
Committees, and will have power to appoint to these com- 
mittees persons who are not members of the Board but who 
possess special knowledge and experience of the problems 
which the committee will be required to examine.
